The  Rur?,l  District  of  Viarininster  and  Westbuiy  is  in  South  West  Wiltshire  at 
tho  1^‘outh  Western  corner  of  Sfilisbury  Plain  and  includes  within  its  boundarietj 
the  Jrban  I>LstiaclB  of  Warr.iinster  and  Wostbuiy.  >art  of  tho  Pl.ain  containin^j 
the  Parish  of  Inber  is  in  military  occupation  and  closed  to  the  public. 

The  area  in  the  past  v/as  mainly  given  to  agricultural  pura\iifcs.  i.  trading 
oatato  has  been  developed  in  the  parish  of  Heywood  c4id  new  industii.as  are  beirj 
developed  tier  . They  comprise  Light  Engineoring,  Pi’ocessing  of  Scrap  Metal, 
Concrete  Products,  -tarehouses  and  Furniture  Repositories,  Packing  and  Distril 
of  Surgical  Supplies,  Manufacturers  of  iM:ibilo  Houses,  ^wninal  Food  Factory  and 
ilishroom  Farm.  Other  industries  in  the  Rural  Ehstric^t  include  works  for 
agricultural  machinery  and  a  tannery. 

Many  of  the  villages  provide  do2anitory  facilities  for  workers  in  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Frome,  Melksham,  Trowbridge,  Warminster  and  Westbuiy.  The  districj 
is  roughly  bisected  by  the  watershed  feeding  the  Bristol  Avon  to  the  North  vJes| 
and  tho  Hampshire  j-^von  to  the  East.  Through  it  flows  ora-ffic  from  Bristol  to 
Southampton  by  the  Trunk  Road  -^*-.36,  .and  from  North  to  louth  by  the  A. 350.

Special  arrcangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  i/i/estern  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Clavorton  Down  Hospital,  Bath.  This 
hospital  also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment 
of  patients  sensitive  to  penicillin. 

Arrangements  for  immunization  cigainst  anthrax  can  be  made  through  the  Vliltshire 
County  Cluncil.  All  tannery  workers  regarded  as  being  at  risk  in  the  Rural  District 
have  been  immunized  against  anthrax. 

Poisons  Information  Service 

A  national  Poisons  Information  Service  has  been  established  at  Guy’s  Hospital 
London  S.E.l.  (HOP  7600 )  to  provide  information  to  medical  practitioners  so  as 
to  fa.cilitate  treatment  in  cases  of  acute  poisoning.  This  24  hour  service  is  not 
available  to  members  of  the  public. 

Organo phosphorus  Poisoning 

Certain  insecticides  contain  orga nophosphorus  poisons,  e.g.  parathion.  Treatment 
is  by  pyridine-2-aldoxine-mohhiodide  (PilT).  A  small  supply  of  PaM  is  available 
in  the  Royal  Infirmary  Pharmacy  (Telephone  no.  Bristol  22041).
